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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
The species are as follows: 

Method for improving the skin appearance wherein the improvement is an appearance of 
fullness or leveling or masking of wrinkle, fine lines 

Method for improving the skin appearance wherein the improvement is an appearance of 
fullness or leveling or masking of blemishes 

Method for improving the skin appearance wherein the improvement is an appearance of 
fiiUness or leveling or masking of scarring 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An 
argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive 
unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP

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The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in the following manner:

The following claim(s) are generic: 1-39 and 41-55. 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

As set forth in Rule 13.1 of the Patent Cooperation Treaty (PCT), "the international 
application shall relate to one invention only or to a group of inventions." Moreover, as stated in 
Rule 13.2 PCT, Unity of Invention is satisfied "where a group of inventions is claimed in one 
and the same international application, the requirement of unity of invention referred to in Rule 
13.1 shall be fulfilled only when there is a technical relationship among those inventions 
involving one or more of the same or corresponding special technical features. The expression 
"special technical features" shall mean those technical features that define a contribution which 
each of the claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art so Hnked as to 
form a single general inventive concept." The instant composition Claim 1 docs not present a 
contribution over the prior art. Claim 1 lacks inventive step. Claim 1 is obvious over the 
combination of PGPUB US 2002/0122772 (PGPUB '272) and U. S. Patent 3,876,771. PGPUB 
teaches self foaming gel using surfactant ( abstract and see examples), solvent ( water) and one 
foaming agent, which is a volatile agent at paragraph [0031]. Examples teach that the 
compositions are useful in providing skin soft and moisturizing fccHng and this is same as 
claimed method for improving the skin appearance. PGPUB does not teach film forming agent in 
self foaming gel, but patent '771 teaches skin protective gel containing film forming agents ( see 
claims ) and therefore one of ordinary skill in the art would prepare self foaming gel 
compositions using surfactant, volatile agent and combine it with film forming agent which has 
been taught by patent '771 in gel compositions for coating skin and use it for improving the skin 
appearance, the As a result, as currently presented, the method of improving the skin appearance 
does not share a special technical feature wherein the improvement is an appearance of fiiUness 
or leveling or masking of wrinkles, fine lines or blemishes or scarring and as such unity between 
the species is broken. 

Due to complexity of the action, examiner submitted Election Requirement in writing in 
lieu of calling applicants' attorney.
